conclude that if the Retina were the Organ of fight^ this dog 
would not fee the objects indifferently inlightned, which are 
aboutthe candle, although at 3 or 4footdiftance5becaufe th^y 
would receive a great i tal more impielfion fromthis reflexion, 
and that a great ftnfation doth obliteriite a leffer •, which is con- 
trary to experience,and it is not at all likely,there fliould be fuch 
a defed in the fight of Animals. 

The third isjthat the Eyesoi Birds arefo framed^that the Op- 
tique nerve after itsinfertion into the Eyeis inflecJledj and ex- 
tends it felf on the Concavity of the ScUrotis about the breadth 
of 2 or 3 lines more or lefs according to the bignefs of the Eyesj 
and the length ot this inflexion is covered by rheO^^r^^z/^j^ lea- 
ving but one little white ftreak in the middle, from whence the 
Eetina takes its Original^ which extends it feif on rhe Choroeida 
through all the bottom of the Eye^ but it is covered on the fide 
of this white ftreak with a little black membrane as long as the 
inflexion of the nerve^and almoft as broad s which proceeds from 
the fia mater ^ and is as it were an appendix of thtChrmdes t 
and if you confider the fituation of this membrane, you will find 
it is near the Axis of fight, and that the rayes of the Objedis, 
which the Birds look on with both Eyes, fall precifely upon it 
after their refra^^ion^ Since then -in the place 5 where Vifion 
ought to be ftrongeft, the Metim is covered, and that no man 
doubts but Birds are more dear-fighted than other Animals 5 you 
ought to acknowledge, that the iff^/>^ is not the principal Or- 
gan of Vifion, but that that preeminence belongs to the C^^ 
rmdes,

Concerning the Baths of Auftria and )fLm%m j 44 alfo Jome 
Stone-Qsarrries, Talcum r>ocks^&c* mthoje farts : By the 
fame hmd. 

IN order to anCwer forae; of the other ^eries^i I here prefent 
you with this Accoropt concerAkig^^^i&x^and fomt ojhcr fub- 
jefts^ contained thejeio. 

Baden is a little Cijy in Apfim, four Gernian miles South* 
ward from Vienna^ fcated on a plain, but nigh unto a ridge of 
hills, which are the excurfions oiMomKletm, It is much re- 
forted untoby reafqn of the Natural Baths of that place, wherein 
the Springs are fo numerous, as to afford convenient Bathsj two 
within the Town^ five without the Wall, and 2 beyond a rivolct 
called Swechet. 

The Dukes- Bath is thelargeft, about 20 feet fquare, in the 
middleof an houfe of the fame figure, built over it. The Va- 
pour paffes, through a tunnel of wo^d, at the top : and the Wa- 
ter is conveyed into the bottom of the Bath, at one corner, 
through woodden pipes and trees, under the Town-wall, from 
the Spring head, which rifeth at a little diftance Weft- ward • 
The Springs of the reft of the Baths rife under them, and are 
let in through holes of the Plancher, for all the Bathsare wain^ 
fcotedj the feats, fides and bottoms being made of Firre. The 
Water for the moft part is clear and tranfparent, yet fomewhat 
blewifh, and makeththe skin appear pale in it, as doth the 
fmoak of Brimftonc. Itcoloreth Metals (^except Gold, whofc 
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
